Many teenagers get so in- 
volved in their own lives they 
forget how the world revolves 
for others. Have you thought 
of what it was like to be at 
Armijo 20 years ago? 

Mr. Lambrecht, teacher of 
economics and careers, at- 
tended Armijo 1964-1968. He 
tells of "in" hangouts like Fos- 
ter's Freeze and Sid's Drive-in 
(where the Heart Federal 
building now stands), of cruis- 
ing, playing pinball at Elmo's 
Pool Hall and basketball for 
the Armijo team. 

Dances and games sound 
like experiences of the 80's, 
but imagine seeing the end of 
the "feel good era" and the 
beginning of long hair, very 
few drug or racial problems, 
corpses of friends sent back 
from Vietnam to Travis, or the 
assassination of Bobby Ken- 
nedy on graduation night. 

Things have changed. 
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Controversy 
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Two hundred years ago our 
United States constitution 
was ratified. Armijo students 
celebrated the document's bi- 
centennial, but not with party 
hats. We students put our be- 
loved Constitution to the test. 
After new rules were passed 
regarding attire, tardiness, 
and rally procedure, many felt 
there were too many restric- 
tions being placed upon them. 
By using our right to assemble 
and freedom to speak, we de- 
bated the administrators and 
voiced our opinions. 

The flame of controversy 
began when a rule was 
passed saying that we could 
no longer wear shirts bearing 
the insignia of the Budweiser 
company or any other com- 
pany advertising the sale of 
drugs, alcohol, or using pro- 
fanity. Spuds McKenzie, the 
"original party animal," mas- 



cot for Budweiser graced the 
shirts of hundreds of Armijo 
students before the band. 
Corona beach shirts were 
also banned as a result of the 
legislation. 

From petitions to outright 
disobedience of the rule, dis- 
gruntled students showed 
their anger. Even some teach- 
ers were upset. Mr. Carlson, a 
Spanish teacher, wore a 
"Party's Over" t-shirt show- 
ing Spuds being run over by a 
Corona Truck. He considered 
it a joke and changed when 
told to do so. The motivation 
for this display was his wish to 
show that he did not and could 
not accept this violation of his 
students' right to free speech 
and expression. 

The ACLU became interest- 
ed in fighting the ruling, how- 
ever the school district re- 
fused to change its position. 




More controversy was 
stirred when Craig Pike, Rally 
Commissioner, was not al- 
lowed to call himself "Rever- 
end Craig Pike." The title Rev- 
erend, which was perfect for 
his evangelical manner, was 
rejected on the grounds that it 
could be offensive. The coop- 
erative administrators agreed 
to let him use the gimmick, but 
had him change the title to 
Craig "The Rev" Pike. To 
avoid more conflit, Craig 
moved on to just as entertain- 
ing gimmicks as "Donahue" 
and "Hans and Frans." 

The recent tardy tank poli- 
cy and the "NO HATS" rule 
further angered students, but 
given our rights as American 
students we had the opportu- 
nity through petition and quo- 
rum to make known our griev- 
ances.

Everyone has heard of the SPCA, but 
far fewer people have heard of the Suisun 
Marsh Natural History Association which 
runs the Wildlife Center on Kellogg Street 
in Suisun. The Center helps sick, injured 
and orphaned wildlife and tries to return 
them to the wild where they belong. To do 
this the Center depends on dedicated 
volunteers who work six hour shifts treat- 
ing the ailing animals.
